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VERY library needs beautiful books as well as practical 
ones. Here are some combining beauty and worth. If 
they cannot be bought by the regular book fund will not some 
public-spirited individual or some live club in the community 
take pleasure in presenting one or two such books each year? 
For such a purpose the following list is suggestive: The dic- 
tionary of English furniture has progressed to the second 
volume, Ch-M. It is a large quarto literally filled with fine illus- 
trations with an occasional beautifully colored plate. In this 
volume come the ever-fascinating chests and coffers, all sorts of 
chimney furniture, such as andirons, bellows, shovels and tongs, 
etc., ancient globe stands, lamps, lanterns, and mirrors. An im- 
portant feature of the work is the inclusion in regular alphabetical 
order of short biographies of architects, designers, cabinet-makers 
and others identified with the making of fine furniture, with some 
account of the work they did. The book is not only a joy to look 
at but is as well a mine of interesting and much-called-for in- 
formation. Any library would do well to stretch its ingenuity to 
the utmost to secure these volumes. English gardens, also a quarto, 
is published by the Country Life Press and is just what the 
name and publisher imply—illustrations and descriptions of fifty- 
two beautiful gardens of our own time, “but’ many have links 
more or less strong with the past, so that, despite alterations aris- 
ing from passage of time and change of taste, we can get, through 
them, a glimpse of what Tudor, Stuart, and Hanoverian garden- 
ing was like.”—IJntroduction. Saint Francois d’Asstse is a collec- 
tion of fifty reproductions in color of water colors by Pedro 
Subercaseaux Errazuriz, a Brazilian Franciscan monk, illustrating 
events in Saint Francis’ life. A short descriptive caption in both 
French and English faces each illustration. The originals of the 
paintings reproduced in this book have been exhibited in Boston, 
New York, and other cities and have attracted wide attention be- 
cause of their beautiful colors and delicate spirituality. A unique 
book is London tradesmen’s cards of the 18th century. The 
Times Literary Supplement says of it, “This is the first book on 
a subject of considerable interest—historical, artistic and commer- 
cial; and Mr. Ambrose Heal, whose care for the amenities of 
shopkeeping is famous, is to be congratulated on the way in which 
it has been compiled, written and illustrated.” The book has 























one hundred and one excellent engravings, reproducing actual 
cards. Many queer trades are represented, and some familiar 
ones surprisingly announced. One reads, underneath a rainbow 
with three pigeons in the arch, “John Wildblood at the Rainbow 
& 3 pigeons in St. Clements Lane in Lombard Street London who 
married the Widdow Harrinton, Silk Dyer.” That fishing is an 
ancient and honorable art is attested by the following: “At the 
Sign of the Fish, in the Lower end of Black-Horse-Alley, at the 
Steps near Fleet-Bridge; Liveth William Browne, who Maketh all 
Sorts of Fishing-Rods, Artificial Flyes, and Selleth Kerbie’s 
Hooks, the Indian-Weed, commonly called Grass-Worms ; 
Gentles, and all other Sorts of Fishing-Tackle.” There are ninety 
pages of text in connection with the plates. The typography is 
unusually fine and the whole book a delight to anyone apprecia- 
tive of good bookmaking. The old mission churches and historic 
houses of California; their history, architecture, art and lore, by 
the professor of the history of architecture at the University of 
Illinois, is written in the hope that it will encourage more work 
on “the architectural expression of that interesting politico-social 
movement which resulted from Spanish occupation of the south- 
western United States.” This, too, is'a beautifully made book. 
Not only are there many photographs of the missions and of de- 
tails, exterior and interior, but there are drawings and plans. 
Although it is a serious and valuable work, it is inevitably roman- 
tic and attractive. The paintings of William Blake is another 
book which any library with an interested community might bend 
every effort to own. “Every man’s wisdom,” Blake said, “‘is 
peculiar to his individuality.” Certainly no man’s achievements 
were ever more indicative of his personality than Blake’s. In this 
book the one hundred fine plates presenting his paintings are pre- 
ceded by a sympathetic and understanding biography of the man. 
This is a contribution not alone to the literature of art, but of life. 
A slight play called The knave of hearts evolved from Mother 
Goose lore, affords Maxfield Parrish an opportunity to combine 
his pictorial artistry with his sense of drollery and fantasy in 
beautiful color and interesting design and composition. This 
decorative quarto book will be an addition to any art collection 
or exhibit shelves.
